President Cleveland's inessage pleased a 
certain section of the American repub- 
lic, it irritated a certain section of the 
Britisik public, but it left the main body 
of the two-peoples dismayed ai its pos- 
sible results and anxjous only to avert 
them. All serious results wore happily 
averted, and tho Monroe doctrine rele- 
gated to its proper sphere «s the orna- 
mental adjunct of political platforms. 
One effect, however, of tho attitude of 
tho United States at that time was over- 
looked, its effect upon Venezuela. If 
a strong man protects a cowardly thief, 
and yet permits his protege to resume- 
ills courses without restraint, that strong 
man becmiiios vicariously a cowardly 
thief also. Venezuela lias a very dim 
perception of national honor and pro- 
bity. We are inclined to think that 
Venezuela regarded the Monroe doc- 
trine as a convenient shieUl under which 
to xiractise nil kinds of knavery in iu- 
ternutioiial relations. If Venezuela did 
not think that «t the -last moment the 
(United istaU's would intervene, it is dif- 
ilicult to understand the mixture of im- 
pertinence and dic>-hoiiesty v.ilh which 
•Great Britain and Germany have been 
treated by that ridiculous repub'.ic. The 
flJnited States has not intervened, and 
apptiremly does not intend to intervene. 
The only way in which the United 
States could intervene would be by as- 
suming the Jiuancial liabilities repudi- 
ated by Venezuela, unless, indeed, the 
Monroe doctrine was to be nse(j to trans- 
form .'<outh America into an even ^.Meat- 
er and more iierfecl [wiriidise of rogues 
than it is at protsent. Such an intervi'u- 
tion would havo involved the United 
States in responsibilities of a very seri- 
ous cliaraeter, and wnuid have set a i>re- 
ceileiii which other Sonih .Vnieriean re- 
publics would be only too roaily to a -t 
upon when fiunlieial enibarrassment fol- 
lowed lip lawlessness ;iiiil di-ordi'r. .\<~ 
suzerain of South America, the United 
States would enter upun a most unenvi- 
able heritage of discomfort. So the 
United States has not interfered, and 
Great Itritaiii and (ierniaiiy arc free to 
deal with N'eneziiela as best suits thei' 
ideas of jnsi co'inpensation. The whole 
matter amounts to this, that tho Unit- 
ed States was willing enough to exer- 
cise the preroirnt ive cduta iiicd in tli" 
.Monroe (loot riue, but i- decidedly iiiiwi:!- 
ing to assuiiic the resiuinsibilitieti iii- 
v<ilved in every prerogative. To bid 
,(ireat Britain in a grandiose manner to 
leave \'eiie:niela alone is one ihini.', and 
to l.'iko tile responsibility of making 
Venezuela observe the ortlinary conven- 
tions of international morality, is en- 
tirely a different matter. The United 
Slates cnjiiyed llie one, but deidines th.' 
other. The interpretation jdaced upon 
■the .Moiyoe doi-trine by the average .\iii- 
erican newspaper i.s evidently not the 
interpretation jilnced upon it by the gov- 
ernnient of the United States. We hope 
the latter is more closely in accordauic 
with the canons of couinion sense, and 
that nothing will happen in conuoctiou 
with tho Vcnezueluu iucident to compli- 
cate the nniicnble relations cvi.sting be- 
tivoen the gioat 'lihiipire and the groat 
'Kepublic.

Evidence Completed in the Suit 
Brought Against the 
Mystery, 



Decision Will Be Probably 
Made in the Case 
Today. 



The case of tho -Vlaska I'ackcrs' as- 
sociation vs. S. A. Spencer, and the tug 
.Mystery for .f25,UU0 damnges on nc- 
coitnt of the stranding of the ship Santa 
Clara, owned by the plaintill's, on Trial 
island on December 20 of last year, will 
gd to the special jury, and Mr. Justice 
Irving, before whom tho case is being 
tried, today. Thy evidence is practically 
all in, but a few (lUesilons lire io bO 
put to Capt. AVilliamy of the plaintiCE 
company regarding the manner in which 
the damage was arrived at and then 
tho council will address the special jury. 
Yesterday n number -of ■srltnesses wore 
heard i'or tlie defence. The plaintiffs' 
claim thnt the tug Mystery liad not fiuf-

It will bo observed lhat in the event of 
the by-lnw passing, for the 4irst time 
in the history of the province, tbo use 
of voting machines will be sanctioned.
